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ATTORNEY GENERAL HOLDS 
PRIMARY VOTE DOESN’T BIND 


Citizen Not Required to Cast Ballot in Novem- 
ber for Party Whose Ticket He Calls 
for in August. 


5; the Jefferson City Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, July 24.— 
Threats of political workers that 
voters who bolt their party nomi- 
nee in the November election will 
be subject to loss of their votes in 
that election are refuted in an opin- 
ion issued yesterday by Attorney- 
General Shartel, holding that 
the party ticket voted by a 
voter in the primary election in 
August does not bind him as to his 
choice in the November election. 
The opinion was !ssued to Gov. 
Baker. The question comes up for 
discussion at nearly every election. 
Shartel held that election offi- 
cials cannot question the vote of a 
voter in the general election be- 
cause he may have voted for the 
candidates of another party in the 
primary election. : 
The opinion is in connection with 
confusion over the rights of voters 
to vote for candidates of one party 
in the primary election, and then 
vote as they please in the Novem- 
ber election. This confusion grows 
out of efforts of some political 
workers to check threatened heavy 
defections of wet Republican vot- 
ers to Al Smith, the Democratic 
presidential nominee, in the No- 
vember election, and-a similar 
threatened swing of dry Demo- 


cratic voters to Hoover, the Re- 
publican presidential nominee. 

Under Shartel’s ruling, a Repub- 
lican who votes the Republican 
primary ballot may vote as he sees 
fit in the genera! election in No- 
vember, and a Democrat voting the 
Democratic primary ballot may do 
likewise. 

Shartel’s opinion follows: 

“Our Supreme Court has sid 
that the election shall be free and 
open, and tat our statutes in thi 
regard are statutes of regulation 
only, and not statutes of prohibi- 
tion. 

“This ‘opinion carries out 
letter as well as the entire scheme 
and spirit of our election laws. 
Any other holding would ba con- 
trary to sound public policy.” 


The Missouri primary laws now 
in effect, in Sections 4839, 4841 and 
5005, provide, as a qualification for 
voting in the primary, that the 
voter obligate himself to support 
the Same party ticket in the general 
election. It is also stated that this 
Obligation shall be taken by oath, 
when the judges of election shall so 
require. These sections have no 
effective penalty attached, and have 
been regarded in the past, as the 
Attorney-General now evidently re- 
gards them, as impossible of en- 
forcement, 


BIRD OF PARADISE 
FLOWER BLOOMS 
AT SHAW’S GARDEN 

Gorgeous Blossoms Look Like 

Birds Poised for Flight 


From Tree. 


The giant bird of paradise flower, 
magnificent cousin of the utilita- 
rian banana, is in bloom at Shaw’s 
Garden for the first time in three 
years. 

This flower is one of the showi- 
est of the tropics. The variety au- 
gusta reaches a height of 12 feet. 
Its bird-shaped folwers are five or 
six inches across and brilliantly 
purple and white. They are not 
unlike a half-dozen gaily colored 
tropical birds just pausing #n the 
wing in the top of the banana-like 
tree. 

This floral bird of paradise may 
be seen all this week, at least. in 
the west end of the alcove house, 
which opens from the west side of 
the balcony in the display house 
and is on the route usually followed 
by visitors to the garden. 


RASKOB RESIGNS AS HEAD 
OF GENERAL MOTORS FINANCES 


He Will Remain Vice President 
and Will Resume Former 
Post After Election.

NEW YORK, July 24.—John J. 
Raskob, chairman of the National 
Democratic Committee, has re- 
signed as chairman of the General 
Motors Corporation Finance Com- 
mittee, it was learned today from 
authoratative sources. He also re- 
signed as a member of the Exe-cu- 
tive Committee. 

Raskob will remain as ‘vice 
president of the motor company 
and will resume his position as 
head of the Finance Committee at 
the close of the presidential cam- 
paign, it was learned. He will 
continue on the board of directors. 

The General Motors directors ac- 
cepted his resignation from the 
committee, it was learned, “with 
regrets, but with the hope that he 
would resume its chairmanship 
after the election in the fall.” 

The correspondence from Ras- 
kob to the company said, “it is de- 
sirable for the public to know, as 
everybody in General Motors 
should appreciate, that the corpor- 
poration is not, andAn the nature 
of things cannot be, in politics.”

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GIRL LEAPS FROM 


AUTO AND DIES 
OF HER INJURIES 


Sarah Davis, 15-Year-Old 
High School Girl, Fatally 
Injured Near Lebanon, 
Ill., Her Home. 


Sarah Davis, 15-year-old 
school Lebanon,  Ill., 
jumped from an automobiie last 
night in which she-was riding with 
two young men and two other g:rls, 
about four miles out of Leb.inon, 
and sustained injuries that causea 
her death at 1 a. m today ia St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital. BelHeville. 

On finding the girl was uncon- 
scious, the two young mén, one of 
whom drove the machine, aban- 
doned the injured girl and her two 
companions and sped away. They 
are being sought by police. 

Sarah Davis is the daughter of 
Louis Davis, an employe of the 
postoffice in St. Louis. 

Last night, about 9 o’clock, ac- 
cording to the story told euthori- 
ties by Miss Davis’ companicns, 
Sarah and three other girls vent to 
a motion picture theater. At the 
conclusion of the first performance 
they left the theater and wen 
walking on the highway running 
west out of Lebanon. 

Invited to Ride Home. 

They were a half mile out of 
Lebanon, about 10:30 p. m., when 
two youths approached in a car 
and asked them to go for a ride. 

One of the girls refused to so. 
At ‘the solicitations oft he voung 
men, the ether three girls climbed 
into the Ford touring car. ‘The 
youths, who were said to be well 
dressed, sadi they would drive ‘he 
girls nito Lebanon. 

One of the young men started 
the car and instead of turning 
about and heading for Lebawuon, 
he held the car in a westerly di- 
rection, away from Lebanon. The 
girls protested, but the youth at 
the wheel merely laughed. 

Police have not been able to 
learn the full details of all that 
occurred between the first pleas 
of the girls for the youth to turn 
back toward Lebanon and Sarah 
Davis’ leap from-the rear seat. 
They know that the touring car 
suddenly turned off the paved 
highway and into unfrequentkd 
side road. It was at this poirt 
that Sarah Davis jumped. 

Men Companions Flec. 

In her leap the girl struck a 
tree and she fell on her head, sus- 
taining a fractured skull. The 
youthgat the wheel put on speed. 
After several’ minutes, the young 
man agreed to go back to find out 
if Sarah was hurt. and turned 
around the car. 

The party of four climbe& out 
and they found the girl uncon- 
scious, with her head cut. She was 
moaning. The two. girls stooped 
to her aid, while the youths, after 
a hurried examination, jumped 
back into their car and fled. 

One of the girls then walked to 
a telephone, and notified the au- 
thorities at Lebanon. The injured 
girl was taken home in an auto- 
mobile, and after being examined 
by a physician, was sent to St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital. , 

She died within three hours of 
the time she jumped from the car.

PARIS, July 24.—French attor- 
neys have entered protest against 
the “reprehensible” conduct of 
American lawyers in regard to the 
“foreign divorce mill.” 

The protest was sent to. the 
American Bar Association and to 
the New York Bar Association, 
and a copy was forwarded to 
Louis Barthou, Minister of Jus- 
tice. It was signed by most of the 


tee of the National Association of 
Avocats. | 

The action was taken after three 
French lawyers had been repri- 
manded and three others suspend- 
ed from practice for from two to 
eight months for hating speeded 
American divorces through the 
courts. No action could be taken 
against the American attorneys al- 
leged to have hired them since 
the Americans cannot practice be- 
fore the French courts. 

In the investigation of the di- 
vorces Saturday, Presiding Judge 
Wattine mentioned these Ameri- 
can lawyers by name: Dudley 
Field Malone, Charles G. Loeb and 
Benjamin H. Conner, president 6! 
the American Chamber of Com- 
merce of Paris. 

Tip-taker Penalized. 

One hundred and nineteen judges 
in conclave today considered the 
case of Chipot, a court clerk, ac- 
cused of taking tips of 50 and 75 


in speeding up of divorces for 
Americans or other foreigners. As 
punishment, the Judges decided 
that the clerk should get no pay 


during his annual two months’ ho’- 
iday this year. 

The gathering cf the magistrates 
was held behind closed doors, bt 
even if the doors had been open, 
ordinary citizens could not have 
got inside for the judges occupied 
every seat in the room. Sixty-one 
other judges in Paris had been in- 
vited but had excused themselves. 

Paper Criticises Penalties. 

L’Oeuvre today said that whole 
investigation and punishment of 
the French attorneys for irregu- 
larities was like a “damp fire- 
cracker which can burst but does 
no harm.” 

The paper asserted the penal- 
ties fell far short of those de- 
manded by Minister Barthou, the 
suspensions amounting in effect 
to nothing since the lawyers’ busi- 
ness could be transacted by a 
principal clerk. It also was point- 
ed out that the courts will close 


| in a few .days for a. two-months’ 
; vacation. 

The paper added that in the 
formal judgment arg was no 
general conclusion, #&: mention 
that justice had been flouted and 
no vengeful phrase about the 
Americans. Hope was expressed 
that the New York Bar Associa- 
tion would follow up the protest 
and the disciplinary action. 

Millerand’s Signature Missing. 

Some of the biggest names in 
French legal circles were signed 
to the protest against the Ameri- 
cans, but there were two marked 
exceptions. One of these was that 
of Alexander Millerand, ex-Presi- 
dent of France, who unsuccessful- 
ly pleaded for a divorce for Bain- 
bridge Colby, former American 
Secretary of State. Refusal of that 
divorce marked the beginning of 
the end so far as “quick service” 
to Americans was concerned. 

The protest also lacked the sig- 
nature of Henri Robert, celebrated 
“avocat” who obtained for Marilyn 
Miller her divorce from Jack 
Pickford. It was the temerity of 
these stars of the revue stage and 
the screen in UWroadcasting to the 
world their intention to go to 
Paris to get a divorce, that at- 
tracted the attention of Premier 
Poincare to the whole scandalous 
situation. The screws of the ma- 
chinery were tightened later and 
Colby emerged in the role of what 
he himself described as “the goat.” 


NICE, France, July 24.—A re- 
port was current here today that 
following the Paris American di- 
vorce mill inquiry a similar inves- 
tigation had been Started here.

Mrs. Marie J. Leslie, it was said 
at the Sheriff's office after the 
seizure, was for a long time house- 
keeper to Mr. and Mrs. John Emer- 
son of Baltimore, wealthy so-:icty 
family whose name is familiar to 
the public as manufacturers of 
bromo-seltzer, and had authority 
to make purchases for them. This 
spring the Emersons went to Er- 
rope and Mrs. Leslie, offictala raid,

She obtained from Wanamaker 
stores here and in Philadelphia 
jewels priced at $460,000 on tha 
strength of~-her former Emerson 
authorization and disposed of them 
to Harry Winston, a Fifth averue 
jeweler, on the story.

My time was 23 days, 15 hours, 211 
minutes and three seconds, accord- 
ing to official records. 
And now, looking back over the 
trip this question arises in my 
mind: What good was achieved, 
if any? 
Sitting here in my comfortable 
Suite, it seems almost impossible 
to realize that little more than a 
week JI, with my good pilot, 
Charles D. B. Collyer was flying 
over Europe, Siberia, China and 
Japan; that I was seeing the re- 
motest parts of the world, and 
being greeted and banqucted by 
peoples of whom this side of the 
world knows so little. 


Afraid of Food; Tock It With Them 


I can recall any number of minor 
incidents which happened to us in 
those far lands, just as though 
they had occurred yesterday. When 
we landed in Chita, Siberia, for 
instance, we were very hungry. 
That was nothing “new to us, be- 
cause we feared the strange foods 
which.were heaped upon us ev- 
erywhere we went. Sicknss would 
haye proved fatal to our objec- 


ticle on the table was strange 10 
us. We couldn't cat it; yet we 
couljn’t refuse such generosity, So 
we compromised by requesting 
that it be wrapped up so that we 
could take it along with us. We 
flew off from Chita with our 
pockets full of what probably was 
excellent food. ‘ 
Couldn’t Use Camera in Russia 
lurther back, in Berlin, the Bov- 
|fet officials, after courteously 
granting us passports for our trip 
over Russia, also granted us per- 
mission to break the seal of our 
camera when we landed in Mos- 
cow. But we found, on arrival there 
that they had affixed a ‘second 
seal, and we had no permission to 
break this one. As a result, we 
took no pictures over Russia, or 
Siberia. 
The Chinese were not so diplo- 
matic. Reaching the frontier of 
China, we were frankly warned 
that to use the camera would mean 
immediate arrest, and the shatter- 
ing of our hopes. 
These incidents, and hundreds of 
others are as clear in my mind as 
though they had occurred yester- 
day. And the thought that occurs 
to me is this; 
My race has brought me closer 
to the rest of the world than I 
ever dreamed [I could be. And it 
has given me a better understand- 
ing of those remote countries, and 
a friendlier feeling for their peo-

|VEXES MERCHANTS 


Those Who Obeyed Order 
to Move Buildings Back 
Will Be 20 Feet Off Side- 
walk for a Year. 


Enterprising business men of the 
east sida of Vandeventer avenue, 
between Market street and Wash- 
ington boulevard, who sought to 
expedite the widening of that thor- 
oughfare by complying promptly 
with the city’s order to move their 
buildings back 20 feet, have learned 
to their dismay that they will be 
stranded 20 feet from the sidewalk 
for at least a year. 

With the paving of widened Van- 
deventer avenue now scheduled for 
next summer, the merchants who 
moved or remodeled their buildings 
are complaining that they face a 
severe financia! less. They point to 
the south side of Olive street, where 
improvised board walks and occa- 
sional pools of mud were common a 
year ago while merchants awaited 
completion of a similar improve- 
ment project, as an example of 
what will happen. 

Property Owners’ Complaint. 

Frederick H. Swift, druggist at 
the southeast corner of Vandeven- 
ter and ‘Olive street, is spokesman 
for the disgruntled property own- 


ers. He told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he and other owners 
were formally given 90 days to 
clear the 20 feet to make Vande- 
verter an 80-foot street. 

The merchants, Swift declared, 
promptly complied with the order 


figuring that quick action would 


make possible early execution of 
the improvement project and a re- 
vival of business. Then indirectly 
they learned that the city had 
changed its mind and would not 
pave the street until next year. 
W. W. Horner, engineer of street 
construction for the city, said to- 
day it would be impossible to pave 
the street until next year, inasmuch 
as the Board of Aldermen would 
have to pass an ordinance author- 
izing it. The board does not re- 
convene until Sept. 26, when the 
year’s construction season is over. 
Horner’s department has not as 
yet submitted the necessary con- 
struction ordinance. : 


Order Given Feb. 21. 


The 17 property owners on the 
east side of Vandeventer were for- 
mally notified Feb. 21, 1928, by 
Director of Streets and Sewers 
Brooks to move their buildings 
back 20 feet. May 29, Brooks no- 
Nolte’s office 
that the 90-day period had expired 
and suggested that Nolte’s office 
proceed to remove remaining ob- 
structions by condemnation.

PLEA TO REJECT

North St. Louis Representa- 
tives Present Arguments 
to Which Friends of 
Measure Will Reply. 


Mayor Miller heard arguments 
today on the bill proposing to grant 
a 60-year-franchies to the Illinois 
Terminal system to haul freight in 
and out of the business district. 


North 8t. Louis requested that, 
before he signed the bill, he hear 
its reasons why the franchise 
should not be granted. The Mayor 
consented, but arranged for a pub- 
lic hearing at which supporters of 
the measure also will be heard. 


Because of the speed with which 
the Terminal company forced ac- 
tion in the Board of Aldermen, op- 
position to the bill has centered in 
the fact that it will create an intol- 
erable grade crossing at Cass ave- 
nue, which is designated in the 
City Plan Commission's street plan 
as a major thoroughfare. Many 
other objections have only been 
lightly touched upon, but are like- 
ly to be fully reviewed today. 

Some of the Objections. 
Objectors consider 50 years too 
long a period to franchise any 
ortation agency, especially 
as the city is about to consider the 
whole subject of transportation 
through its new Transportation 
Survey Commission. They, note 
that the only sound reason urged 
in behalf of the franchise is that 
it will create a thriving industrial 
district in a section no longer suit- 
ed for residences, and will reply 
that the district affected now pos- 
sesses numerous industrial sites, 
adequately served with transporta- 
tion, and that it is unreasonable to 
bétieve that the small electric line 
can revolutionize business there. 
And if enough factories to justify 
so. valuable a franchise would re- 
sult, the objettors continue, 
Twelfth street would be converted 
into a switch, yard, because the 
oe 2 the Terminal 
pany rétain its present 
tracks in Twelfth and use them to 
move freight in and out of indus- 
trial plants. xi 
OCrossi 

In that event, not only saan 
there be a dangerous grade cross- 
ing at Cass avenue, but more than 
20 other dangerous grade crossings 
in a district just east of new 
Twelfth boulevard on which traf- 
fic will be heavy and from which 
vehicles will turn east and be 
forced to cross the railroad tracks. 

The wisdom of establishing a 
freight terminal at Twelfth boule- 
vard and Washington avenue has 
not been discussed fully. Many 
persons foresee that such a ter. 
minal would clog new Twelfth 
boulevard with trucks and would 
defeat the purpose for which the 
new boulevard is to be created—a 
thoroughfare for swift moving 
traffic, connecting North and 
South St. Louis. Nor ‘has there 
been any discussion as to whether 
the city desires to commit itself 
to the erection.of elevated struc- 
tures running down the center of 
streets as is proposed in the fran- 
chise,. ~~ 

No Compensation to City. 

Objectors note further that the 
city receives no compensation from 
the railroad for the valuable rights 
granted it—the use of several miles 
of egtreets, the vacation of streets 
in the vicinity of Twelfth boule- 
vard and Washington avenue and, 
above all, the ceding to the rail- 
road of the valuable sub-surface 
rights under city blocks adjacent to 
Twelfth and Washington, as far 
west as Thirteenth street and as 
far east as Eleventh. That: may be 
valuable to the city itself in plan- 
ning subways. 

The railroad, in its present appli- 
cation, does not abandon the defi- 
ant attitude toward the city it has 
assumed in a case against the city 

pending in the Circuit Court of 
Cole County. There the company 
is seeking to break its present 
franchise obligations. It was per- 
mitted to use the city streets orig- 
‘nally and reach the downtown 
only under the restrictions that it 
was not to move freight through 
the streets. In the face of that re- 


. striction it has been bootlegging 


freight in as long as 10-car trains 
through the streets. In the Cole 
County Court it is seeking to have 
the city restriction legally removed 
and to establish its right to hau! 
as much freight as it pleases. Ob- 
jJectors to the present franchise 
point out that the least the com- 
pany could agree to do in its new 
franchise is to abandon its defiance 
of the city by dismissing the case 
in Cole County. 


Another Route Suggested. 

North St. Louis will say that it

tubes, particularly the sale of in- 
itial tubes with radio receiving sets. 

The corporation denied that the 
license agreements require the deal- 
ers to purchase from the respond- 
ent all vacuum tubes required for 
the initial operation of all receiving 
sets manufactured and sold by 
them. Denial also was entered that 
its own sales and those of the 25 
licensees constitute approximately 
95 per cent of all the receiving sets 
produced in this country.

INOIL TANK FELD 
UNDER CONTRO 


Two 3000-Barrel Reservoirs 


and Twelve Smaller Ones 
Destroyed—Damaged Es- 
timated at $77,000. 


Fighting through the night 
against the further spread of a 
great oil fire which they had driven 
away from the tank field of the 
White Star Refining Co. at Hart- 
20 miles north of St. 
Louis, workmen from the White 
Star and neighboring plants today 
had defeated the blaze. 

Two 3000-barre] tanks and 12 
smaller containers, filled with gas- 
oline, crude oil and petroleum 
products in various stages of r>- 
finement, were destroyed.

east of the plant but fire fighters 
were confident they could keep it 
in hand there until it had burned 
itself out. 

Officers of the refinery were of 
the opinion that the fire was 
caused by a spark from a switch 
engine, which ignited the oil on the 
water of a horseshoe-shaped lake 
surrounding the plant. Fanned by 
a gentle northwest wind the fire 
had soon enveloped the tanks at 
the northwest corner of the field 
and, with the wind blowing toward 
the other tanks in the 40-acre field, 
the entire plant was threatened. 

_ Workers Fight the Flames. 

While office employes hastily 


loaded records and equipment into 


trucks the force of 135 workmen 
of the refinery began the work of 
driving the fire into the lake 
around the plant, using chemicals 
to keep it away from the tanks 
in its path. 

Within a few minutes after the 
fire had started, at 9:45. o’clock, a 
great column of blue-black smoke 
was billowing upward and flames

were leaping 40 feet into the air. 
The smoke colu:nn was clearly vis- 
ible from the taller buildings in 
St. Louis. 

There were several minor ex- 
plosions, dull thumps, as the tops 
of tanks were lifted by the expand- 
ing liquid within, but fortunately 
for the safety of the plant no blaz- 
ing oil was scattered. 

Workmen of the new Interna- 
tional Shoe Co. tannery to the west 
of the plant built an earthern fire 
wall to block out oil should it be 
spilled, but their work proved un- 
necessary. 

At noon time the prospect of 
saving the field looked almost 
hopeless. Workmen from the neiga- 
boring Roxana plant had reinforced 
the White Star fire fighters and 
they could be seen running into 
great clouds of dense smoke with 
their oil-soaked handcarts as thy 
threw streams of chemical Into the 
fires. 

Flames Die Down Suddenly. 

At 2:30 o’clock, quite suddenly, 

the fire died dawn in the tanks. 


leaving them twistea and misshap- 
en from the terrific heat 
fight was now progressing favora- 
bly. The fire had been driven or, 
to the lake and there it burned as 
fiercely as before, 

Where before it had sent up a 
tall pillar of smoke it now sent up 
a black curtain as the blaze spread 
along the lake. There it burned 
during the night. its ruddy flames 
illuminating the countryside and 
bringing into sharp relief the 
fire fighters who worked to keep 
the blaze away from the plant. 

During the evening thousands cf 
motorists from 8st. Louis and sur- 
rounding towns drove to the fire, 
attracted by the glare of the flames 
and the roads carried a heavy traf- 
fic until long after midnight. 

The tanks lost in the fire rangeti 
in capacity from 200 to 3000 bar- 
rels. Altogether about $48,000 
worth of petroleum products, in- 
cluding a large quantity of gaso- 
line, was destroyed, the remainder 
of the damage being done to tanks 
end pipe lines. 
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PLOT HELD FOR GRAND JURY 


Paul Reed, 24, Confesses He Stole 
Dynamite, but Denies Put- 
ting Explosive in Auto,

ROCKFORD, Ill, July 24.—Un- 
der a charge of first degree mur- 
der and without bond, Paul Reed, 
24 years old, a draftsman, was 
bound over to the October county 
grand jury today at a preliminary 
hearing in Police Court for the 
slaying of Vernon Plager, radio ex- 
pert, who was blown up in his au- 
tomobile last week. 

Just previous to his arraignment, 
Reed had confessed stealing the 
dynamite found last night in his 
former rooming house. The dyna- 
mite had been identified as having 
been stolen from a quarry near 
Polo, Ill, a day before Plager was 
killed. 

While admitting the theft of the 
explosive, Reed maintained he did 
not use it for bombing Plager’s 
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automobile, insisting he had taken 
it to blast out a spring at a jake 
in Southern Wik nsin where he 
intended to go ou a fishing trip. 
He accounted for one stick that 
was missing by saying it had been 
broken, “so I threw it into Rock 
River.” 

Experts said it was a dynamite 
bomb that wrecked Plager’s car 
when he stepped on the aself- 
starter. Reed was linked with the 
slaying as a result of an affair he 
had had with Mra. Iva Plager, 
widow of the radio man, who also 
was taken into custody as a sus- 
pect. She was released this after- 
noon,

MEXICO City, July 24.—The 
body of Capt. Emilio Carranza, to- 
day was taken to Dolores Ceme- 
tery to a section reserved for the 
foremost figures in his country’s 
history. 

The procession began from the 
War Department wing of the Na- 


tional Palace, where the body had 
lain in state since yesterday, 
through the heart of the business 
and residential section. ‘ All night 
a guard of honor stood over his 
coffin and hundreds of persons 
passed through the room. 

Dwight W. Morrow, American 
Ambassador to Mexico, was one of 
the first to reach the War Depart- 
ment and soon afterward came 
American Army officers who had 
escorted the body from New York 
to Mexico City, high Mexican offi- 
cilals and Sebastian Carranza, 
father of the good will flyer, who 
was killed on his return flight from 
New York. 

Great crowds, almost as large as 
those which saw the arrival of-the 
body in Mexico City yesterday, 
packed the streets: Government 
offices and business house were 
closed.

OF POPULATION OF U. S. 


Census Bureau’ Report 
Places Number in 1926 at 
18,604,850, Gain - of 
2,883,035 in Ten Years 
—517,466 in Missouri.

WASHINGTON, July 24.—The 
Roman Catholic Church had 18,- 
604,850 members in the United 
States in 1926, a gain of 2,883,035 
in comparison with 1916, the Com- 
merce Department announces to- 
day in a preliminary report of a 
census of religious bodies. The 
announceemnt said that«these fig- 
ures included all baptized persons 
on the church rolls. 

The Census Bureau’s estimate of 
the total population of the United 
States in 1926 is 117,135,817. 

Coming as they do from. the 
Commerce Department of which 
Herbert Hoover is Secretary, it 
might be surmised that there was 
a political motive in releasing the 
Roman Catholic figures at this 
time. This can hardly be true, 
however, because similar statistics 
for 193 other religious bodies have 
been announced during the last 
year. 

Missouri had 517,466 Roman 
Catholics on the rolls of 534 
churches in 1926, according to the 
announcement. This was a gain 
of 14 churches and 72,114 mem- 
bers during the 10 years. The to- 
tal population of Missouri in 1926 
was estimated at 3,498,143. * 

Distribution by States. 

New York, with 3,115,424 mem- 
bers, had more Catholics than any 
other State in the Union. Penn- 
sylvania was second with 2,124,229; 
Massachusetts third with 1,629,424; 
Illinois, fourth, with 1,352,719, and 
New Jersey, fifth, with 1,055,998. 
South Carolifa, with 6900, had 
fewer than any other state. 

Of the 18,939 churches reporting 
in 1926, there were 7869 in urban 
territory—meaning cities of 2500 
inhabitants or more—and 11,070 
were in rural districts. Of the mem- 
bership 14,809,142 were in urban 
churches and 3,795,708 in rural 
churches. 

Of total annual expenditures 
amounting to $204,522,987 in 1926, 
6930 urban churches_ reported 
$168,404,856, and 9386 rural 
churches, $36,118,131. The value 
of church property reported by 
6684 urban churches was $669,681,- 
780. The property reported by 
9569 rural churches was valued at 
$167,524,273. With 16,253 church- 
es reporting, the total value of 
these church properties was set at 
$837,206,053. More ,than 
churches did not report the value 
of property held by them. 

4,080,777 Methodists. 

Census returns for a number of 
the larger Protestant denomina- 
tions have been announced by the 
bureau for 1926, but are still in- 
complete and such large groupings 
as the Southern Baptist. convention 
have yet to be enumerated. 

The figures for the Protestant 
denominations show not the total 
number of Baptized persons, but 
only those who have been admitted 
to church membership. While 
many children are church mem- 
bers, few are received under the 
age of 12 years. 

A total membership of 4,080,777 
was reported for the Methodist 
Episcopal Church for 1926, with 
26,130 churches, as compared with 
29,315 churches and 3,717,785 
members in 1916. The Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, had 18,- 
096 churches and 2,487,694 mem- 
bers in 1926, as compared with 19,- 
184 churches and 2,114,479 mem- 
bers in 1916. 

The Northern Baptist conven- 
tion in 1926 had 7612 churches 
and 1,290,438 members, against 
8148 churches and 1,232,135 mem- 
bers in 1916. 

The Protestant Episcopal Church 
in 1926 reported 7299 churches, 
with 1,858,966 members, while in 
1916 # was credited with 7345 
churches and 1,092,821 members. 

1,894,030 Presbyterians. 

The Presbyterian Church in the 
United States of America for 1926 
reported 8947 churches and 1,894.,- 
930 members, against 9639 church. 
es and 1,611,251 members in 1916. 

There were 5257 Congregational 
churches, with 901,846 members in 
1926, against 6863 churches and 
791,274 members in 1916. 

The Negro Baptist Church in 
1926 had 22,082 churches and 3.- 
196,823 members, whereas in 1916 
it had 21,071 churches and 2,9338.,- 
579 members. 

The Disciples of Christ Church 
had 7348 churches and 1,377,595 
members in 1926, against a 1916 
church total of 8396, with 1,226,-

several federated churches in 
which two or more denominations 
are associated.

SOVIETS PART IN PACT 
DEPENDS ON GERMANY 


Former’s Membership - in ° Kel- 
logg Treaty Hinges on Ber- 
lin’s Proposal to U. S. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, July 24.—Soviet par- 
ticipation in the Kellogg muifilat- 
eral pact to outlaw war has not 
been discussed in German Govern- 
ment circles and there will be no 
German initiative toward it, at 
least not in the near future, it was 
learned today. Competent opinion 
in German officialdom is that, if 
the soviet Government wishes to 
be a signatory of the pact, it so 
will indicate at the proper time. 

Occasion for this may come after 
Germany has signed and has noti- 
fied Russia of that act. The treaty 
of Berlin provides that Germany 
shall notify Russia of all formal 
treaties which she signs with other 
countries and when this is done 
with regard to the Kellogg pact, 
there would be opportunity for 
Russia to act. The soviet Govern- 
ment then could intimate to Ger- 
many a desire to be added to the 
list of signatories and Berlin would 
feel obliged to inform the United 
States and other interested powers 
of Russia’s readiness to sign. 

German parliamentarians gen- 
erally are hopeful that the Kellogg 
treaty will result in speeding up 
universal disarmament. Their pre- 
dominant feeling is that the pact 
has justification only, if disarma- 
ment is accomplished, for, they

ABANDON FLIGHT 
ACROSS ATLANTI 


Lieut. Paulin Paris Gives 
Up Attempt to Reach 
America After Having 
Jumped to the Azores. 


ONE OF MOTORS

La Fregate Ordered Back to 
Paris, but May Again 
Test Feasability of Air 
Mail Route.

PARIS, July 24.—The Havas 
News Agency announced late today 
that it had been officially decided 
to abandon the trans-Atlantic 
flight of Lieut. Paulin Paris, now 
at Horta, in the Azores, from 
France to the United States, 

Lieut. Paris hasbeen ordered 
back home because of the motor 
trouble which developed on the 
latter part of his hop to the 
Azores. 

It was said at the Ministry of 
Marine that since the voyage had 
been interrupted by the motor dif- 
ficulty, the object of the flight 
could not be attained. Lieut. Paris 
sthrted, not on a sporting flight, 
it was explained, but on a serious 


a mail route by way of the Azores 
and Bermuda was practicable. 

The delay, in official ‘opinion, 
spoiled the experiment and conse- 
quently the French cruiser at Hor- 
ta has been ordered to bring the 
plane back to France. It is prob- 
able that a similar flight will be 
attempted later. 

One of the motors of the plane 
failed to work on the latter part 
of the flight from Brest to Horta, 
but the plane was hoisted on the 
breakwater immediately for  re- 
pairs. One of the floats also war 
found to be leaking and this was 
repaired. 

“We had a good flight to Horta, 
the machine behaving splendidly 
except for the latter part, when 
one of the engines was not work- 
ing,” Lieut. Paulin Paris, in com- 


clated Press at Horta today. “At 
present we are repairing this and 
also one of the floats.’” 

Lieut. Paris said that he was de- 
lighted to meet Capt. Frank T. 
Courtney, British airman, who also 
is in Horta ready to take off for 
America by way of Newfoundland. 
Courtney’s plane does not carry 
as much gasoline as the French 
machine and he has been waiting 
for good weather conditions before 
making the long jump. 

Lieut. Paris in his flight from 
Brest steered entirely by the stars 
because the haze and clouds made 
the sea invisible immediately after 
leaving France.

THE BABY-KISSING ISSUE. 

It is a matter for country-wide congratulation that 
Mr. Herbert Hoover, Republican candidate for Presi- 
dent, has clearly stated his position on one campaign 
question. Namely, the baby-kissing question. “I 
will kiss no baby for publication,” he has announced 
in clarion tones. : 

It does not take from the positiveness of the decla- 
ration that it seems to have grown out of a misun- 
derstanding. Some place out in Nevada a proud 
mother held up her baby to him. She says that she 
was not expecting him to kiss her Snookums, but 
merely wanted to have them photographed together. 
But Mr. Hoover, knowing that most mothers hanker 
to have their babies kissed by presidential candidates, 
took the worst view of the situation and emitted 
his pronunciamento. 

A suspicion obtrudes that the mother, feeling 
piqued, is trying to place Mr. Hoover in the position 
of having refused a kiss that was not offered, but | 
no matter. The important thing is that so far as he 
is concerned there is to be no baby kissing for pub- 
lication in this campaign. 

It is to be hoped, though, that there is no evasion 
in Mr. Hoover's declaration. His statement, it will 
be noticed, is that he will kiss no baby “for publica- 
tion.” That might mean that he would not be averse 
to kissing a few on the quiet. If that were the case 
it would place the utterance somewhat on the plane 
with current prohibition attitudes—dry for publica- 
tion and wet on the side. We hope, however, that 
Mr. Hoover is not that sort of a man and that, in his 
acceptance of the nomination, he will go still further 
and make it clear that he will kiss no babies for 
publication or anything else. 

If, now, Gov. Al Smith, the Democratic candi@ate, 
will take the same stand, baby kissing will be defi- 
nitely eliminated and the way will be cleared for 
both candidates to give their attention to other and 
more important matters and the campaign can get 
going.

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JUSTICE IN ENGLAND. 
That passion for justice which distinguishes En- 
gland and made it so hard for her to understand how 
America could put Sacco and Vanzetti to death witb- 


out having proved their guilt is illustrated by the 
Slater case. | 


Eighteen years ago Oscar Slater was convicted of 
murdering a girl in Glasgow. The evidence against 
him, like that against Sacco and Vanzetti, was not 
convincing. The people of the British Isles were out- 
spoken, as they always are when there is doubt, in 
their opposition to putting him to death, and he was 
sent to prison for life. 


Meanwhile, the effort to secure justice for him has 
never flagged. It interested some very eminent peo- 
ple, including Sir Conan Doyle.’ Time did for Slater 
what could not be done for him when he was tried. A 
hewspaper man in Glasgow who was familiar with 
the case wrote a book about it in which he analyzed 
the evidence. This made a very great impression 
upon people who read it. Slater was a gambler. The 
interest in him upon the part of the intellectuals was 
therefore purely impersonal, as was the Interest of 


ti, At length Slater’s judges became convinced that 
there had been a mistake. and they joined in the 
movement to get him out of prison. It had meanwhile 


| been found, as in our own Mooney case, that testi-

| mony given against him had been recanted. He was 


therefore freed. 

Unfortunately, the Sacco-Vanzetti case can never 
have such a’ happy denouement. There was doubt, 
but we did not give them the benefit of it. If it is 
evér resolved in their favor, as that against Slater 
was resolved in his favor after so many years, they 
will be unable to avail themselves of it.

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NORRIS AND THE POWER SCANDAL. 

Senator Norris of Nebraska, who has joined with 
Senator Walsh of Montana in demanding an in- 
vestigation of the Power Trust, resents bitterly the 
failure of both the Republican and Democratic par- 
ties to make this big subject an issue in the cam- 
paign. “Here is something,” he says, “which would 
arouse the country as no other issue possibly can 
arouse it.”’ 

-It is too early to say whether or not Gov. Smith 
will make it an issue. We will have to wait for his 
speech of acceptance. Mr. Hoover certainly will not 
make it an issue. The disposition of the powerful 
interests behind the Republican party toward the 
power inquiry is indicated in a story recently sent 
to the Chicago Tribune by Arthur Sears Henning, 
its Washington correspondent, and promptly circu- 
lated through the State by the Illinois Committee on 
Public Utility Information. Henning characterizes the 


| 


Commission as a costly dud. This despite the amaz- 
ing revelations with respect to the immense propa- 
ganda which the utilities have been putting out al! 
over the country to poison the fhinds of the people 
against public ownership while the utilities plucked 
them, the prostitution of education to this base use, 
and the discomfiture of kept university and college 
professors who did for pay the dirty work of the 
power companies. The New Republic says of this 
phase of the inquiry, which is adjourned for the

So far as we can learn, no action has been 
taken against these men by the institutions by 
which they are employed. If any one of them 
has been dismissed or otherwise disciplined for 
this gravely unethical conduct, we have not 
heard of it. Universities which are quick to rid 
themselves of instructors guilty of radical ut- 
terances, even when there is no suggestion of 
outside influence upon them, appear to accept 

‘ with complacency a condition which can only be 
deseribed as bribery. By their actions, the men 
who have taken public utility money have 
brought the good faith of the whole teaching 
profession under question. Whether their own 
instititions act or not, there can be no ques- 
tion as to the desirability of an investigation 
and disciplinary measures by some such body as 
the American Association of University Pro- 
fessors. 

It ought to interest this ethical body to know that 
the relations of these instructors to the utilities were 
oftentimes secret. There was a widespread itmpres- 
sion upon the part of the public that such men were 
speaking of these things from an independent and 
expert point of view. 
country to learn what a sham this was, and it must 
hare interested some of their institutions to learn 
that they were quietly taking money from the utill- 
ties, some of them even going upon joyrides to Eu- 
rope. ; 

The very powerful interests concerned in this mat- 
ter may be able to keep it out of the campaign, but 
it will come up again in Congress. The inquiry by 
the Federal Trade Commission has had sensational 
results, but its defects are exactly what the Senators 
who wanted a Senate committee to make the inquiry 
knew they would,be. As the matter is going, the 
whole burden of publicity is thrown upon a few hon- 
est newspapers.

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VIENNA WAITS A HUNDRED YEARS. 

A glaring sun beat down on sweltering Vienna a 
hundred years ago this summer. Half-ill from the 
heat, a rotund and bespectacled young man, scarce- 
ly more than five feet tall, walked about the deserted, 
dusty streets, wishing he had the money to go to 
the mountain, 90 miles away, where it was cool and 
where most of his. friends had gone. But poverty 
kept him in the broiling city. When cooler weather 
same, his final illness had set in. He died Nov. 19, 


maturely Franz Schubert, one of its few authentic 
geniuses. 


now the city is the mecca of music lovers from all 
over the world. A crowd estimated at 400,000 per- 
sons has gathered there, to honor the memory of the 
impoverished composer of songs.. The festival, which 
is a tribute to Schubert, can be described only as 
colossal—120,000 voices, the largest chorus ever as- 
sembled, sang his musie; a concert hall of 70,000 ca- 
pacity, said to be the largest wooden structure ever 
built, proved far too small; five nations co-operated 


railway coaches and hastily built barracks: even the 
capacious beer cellars of Vienna ran dry and re- 
freshments had to be rushed from Hungary, Germany 
and Czecho-Slovakia. 

Thus Vienna again does honor to a dead genius it 
neglected in life. Mozart died there a pauper, and 
when Vienna's conscience moved to recognize him his 
grave had been lost forever in the anonymity of the 
potters’ field. Beethoven called the city “hateful 


“the Burns of music,” died there he left a priceless 
heritage of musical composition (his manuscripts

HATEVER we of this gencration and 


country believe in regard to the guilt 
or innocence of Nicolo Sacco and Bartolo- 
meo Vanzetti, a feeling is crystallizing that 
their arrest, trial, and execution are going 
down into history as one of the world’s 
great judicial cases. It is safe to say that 
never before have so many persons been 
interested in a judicial proceeding nor so 
many convinced at its termination that in- 
justice had been done. Untike the Dreyfus 
case, there was no final clarification of the 
facts. Who committed the murders at 
South Braintree, Mass., in 1920 is still (and 
probably will remain) a mystery. Thou- 
sands of persons today believe that the 
“good shoemaker” and the “poor peddler” 
were executed not because of evidence of 
guilt, but because the ruling class feared 
their political and economic ideas so great- 
ly as to be unwilling to give them justice, 
and as the years pass there is reason to 
believe that the number of persons hold- 
ing té such belief will grow rather than 


diminish. 


Even among those who are most con- 
vinced of the guilt of the two Italian anar- 
chists there is a realization now that the 
doubts of others will not down. The Bos- 
ton Herald would hardly repeat at this time 
its fatuous comment, printed just after the 
execution, that the “time for . .. discussion 
is over. The chapter is closed.” On the 
contrary, the discussion seems likely to sur- 
vive the centuries and Sacco and Vanzet- 
ti, Hke Joan of Arc, are destined to become 
le , figures. The chief concern of 
this generation, and its only chance of in- 
fluence, is to give the legend as authentic 
a source as possible. : |

print in full the record of the case, the 
first volume of which has just appeared, 
published by Henry Holt & Co. This 
first book contains 1092 pages and there 
will be five other volumes of about the 
same size.

In a prefator; note to the 
first volume the committee says: 


The Sacco-Vanzetti case is without 
doubt an historical trial. As such it 
promises to be the subject of contro 
versy and discussion for many years to 
come. It is important that the com- 
plete record of all the proceedings in 
the case should be available and acces- 
sible to historical students. Very few 
copies of the record are now in exist- 
ence, and these practically not within 
reach of inquirers. Without the rec- 
ord, comment and criticism must be 
partial, if not partisan; with it. there 
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can be no excuse for misrepresentation 
through ignorance or design. 


Probably few persons will undertake to 
read the some 2,500,000 words of the six 
volumes, and not many will care to buy 
them for their private use. But hundreds 
of persons now and in subsequent years 
wil] have recourse to these volumes for ref- 
erence purposes and they will be invaluable 
additions to the collections of public Hi- 
braries.
